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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a wall mounted speaker enclosure comprising a baffle, a flange and a fastening 
means. Independent claims 1, 8 and 15 each identify the uniquely distinct feature of a fastening 
means including a plurality of post members and cooperating latch members, each latch member 
including a body portion with a lever and a cam member and being movable wherein said lever 
of said body portion is moved away from the baffle of the enclosure and said latch member 
disengages said post member for releasing said baffle from said flange. The closest prior art Peng 
(US 6487299) teaches a wall mounted speaker enclosure comprising a flange, a baffle and a 
fastening means where said fastening means rotates parallel to said baffle to disengage an edge 
of said flange from said baffle. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims 
obvious. 

The following references were cited: Tchilinguirian (US 6,588,543) teaches a spring 
loaded assembly for mounting an electric device in a wall or ceiling and Popken et al. (US 
2005/0045415) teaches a flush mountable vibration reducing loudspeaker mounting assembly.
